LATEST STUDY SHOWS 
STEADY DECREASE IN 
CYCLE DEATH RATIO 


“In recent years motorcycle registra- 
tions have increased at a faster pace 
than has the number of deaths attributed 
to these vehicles” said an article in the 
March-April issue of Inspection News, a 
magazine published by the Retail Credit 
Company. 

The article by a Senior Statistical 
Analyst of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York, Mr. Robert 
S. Levin, and Research Associate Jules 
V. Quint pointed out a considerable de- 
crease in deaths per 100,000 vehicles 
registered in the period studied. Regis- 
trations rose from 412,000 motorcycles 
in 1955 to 985,000 by 1964. Deaths per 
hundred thousand motorcycles fell from 
151.6 in 1955 to 114.9 in 1964. 

The 1966 registration figures are now 
being compiled and they are expected to 
tally about 1,581,000 in the U.S, We 
predict there will be a further diminution 
of deaths and accidents per 100,000 as 
more experienced and better motivated 
motorcyclists carry on the sport. 

A breakdown of the type of accidents 
resulting in fatalities year by year ap- 
pears ħearby. 

“These figures show that our safety 
record has improved conclusively during 
the past 10 years,” says John M. Motley, 
an insurance agency coordinator who 
sent us the article. 

“While I’m not a street rider myself 
(the desert is my sport) I am concerned 
by the do-gooders and political oppor 
tunists, that if given a free rein, will 
legislate our sport out of existence. I 
believe factual communication and dis- 
cussion based on data such as contained 
in this article are effective methods of 
combating those who intend to save us 
from ourselves,” says Mr. Motley.

First in the 78- 
mile Novice Race went to young Kenny 
Stevens from Sarasota, Fla., on a 250cc 
Yamaha Road Racer, tuned by Herb 
Hitch out of Barney’s Motorcycle Shop 
in St. Petersburg, Fla. Ken, like Howard, 
also used KLG spark plugs. 

In the 100-mile “Open” Race, KLG 
had yet another first place — Frank 
Camillieri from Boston, Mass., on a 
Yamaha, was the first amateur rider to 
get the checkered flag. He was also 
fifth overall and way ahead of a great 
number of expert riders. Frankie, like the 
other Daytona winner, had high praise 
for KLG spark plugs. 

A check of machines indicated that 
94 competition riders who participated 
in the Sportsman, Novice, Amateur and 
Expert Races over the 3-day spectacle 
of speed used KLG plugs. 

In the 200-mile National Champion- 
ship, 18 of the first 20 to finish the race 
used Smiths tachometers. Winner Gary 
Nixon and runner-up Buddy Elmore, both 
on British Triumphs, depended on Smiths 
instruments and cables, as did the 
Harley Davidson, BSA and Matchless 
models that followed. 

The Nisonger Corporation of New 
Rochelle, N.Y.. and Los Angeles, Calif., 
who import KLG Spark Plugs and Smiths 
Instr uments, established headquarters at 
tke famous race course, where their 
representatives offered technical assist- 
ance to a great number of riders and 
mechanics.

Glutton For Punishment 


I have a complaint that ties in with 
some of your recent articles— Enduros. I 
ride a “Trail Bike” in the desert and like 
many of the other 100cc riders I feel we 
are being shortchanged in both Enduros 
and races. We pay full entry fees but get 
to ride 1/4 to 2/3 of the total distance in 
desert enduros and races. It doesn’t cost 
the promoting club one cent more to let 
us go the whole way, andit’s more trouble 
for them to have a separate finish. 

We have always had to go the full 
distance in the Greenhorn Enduro and 
only 3 of us have ever finished—you can 
bet it was worth it. Last year we beat 
all the 200cc machines. In last year’s 
Prospectors Goldrush Enduro none of us 
finished but we beat all of the 250cc “B® 
riders. Those were endurance runs and 
we either endured or not, but we were 
proud that we had competed. 

Iwon the trail bike class on my Honda 
90 in the last Cactus Derby but I’m not 
proud of this trophy. We rode only % the 
course and it was so easy I could have 
done better on a 50cc machine (I hit al- 
most every check early—broken speedo). 
Earl Roeseler entered the 250cc class 
on his 100cc Zundapp at the Jackass 
Enduro sohe could go the whole way and 
get in the “overall” results. 

I’ll be racing in the “Tiny Bear® in- 
stead of entering the Shamrock Enduro 
this year. Why drive 160 miles, one way, 
to ride 45 easy miles? 

Desert racing is getting to be just as 
bad—we usually go only 15-30 miles. The 
only run we were allowed to go full dis- 
tance last year was the San Gabriel Hare 
and Hound in November. Some of the 
clubs give us separate courses and they 
usually give us more laps and a better 
race. The only club to give us a decent 
distance this year was Coachella Valley 
M/C and that was only 40 miles. Some of 
us are thinking of entering the 125cc 
class—of course we would be the class. 

+I am awaiting the Prospectors’ “Gold- 
tush Enduro” and the “Green Hom". May= 
be P.M.C. and the Prospectors will give 
us some credit and let us go all the way. 
If I could get a sponsor on a good 50cc 
machine I would try the Greenhorn on it!

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NECKBREAKER 
DISCOVERED IN 
SEATTLE 


A newspaper clipping sent to Cycle 
News by northwest correspondent Vic 
Ebbutt tells of another young cycle rider 
killed bya cable stretched across a road. 

Quoting from the Seattle Times, March 
27,1967 page 9, “Dennis C. Cooke, 16... 
was killed when he was thrown from his 
motorcycle after the cycle hit a cable 
stretched across a road in Kent about 
6:40 o’clock last evening. 

“State trooper Terry Drews said Cooke 
was westbound in South 204th St. near 
28th Ave. South when his motorcycle 
struck the cable, used as a barrier gate 
across the roadway. He slid 32 feet on 
the gravel road. 

“The youth was dead on arrival at 
7:28 o’clock at Burien General Hospital. 


“The cable was stretched where the 
street dead-ends. County officials said 
that a nearby resident had been given a 
“trail permit” which gave him the right 
to use the right-of-way beyond the end 
of the street. 

“The permit did not give permission 
to-erect a cable, the officials said. 

“His death raised the 1967 county 
traffic toll to 49....” 


I think it is high time that the people 
in our sport who claim to be spokesmen 
spoke out about this carnage that is 
allowed to continue on our streets and 
trails. 

A few months back we reported a sim- 
ilar death of a young boy, also only 16 
years of age, who was trapped and killed 
by the deceptively innocent chain or 
cable“ gate” erected by so many unthink- 
ing landlords. These deaths are counted 
as traffic deaths to the detriment of 
statistics about our sport. It behooves 
those who worry about such statistics to 
petition their legislators for laws to con- 
trol and regulate the insane stringing 
of mantraps on trails. 

How many more kids will have to die 
before we have laws to prevent people 
from breaking our necks? 

It does little good for grieving parents 


to sue thoughtless landlords for creating 


what the law calls“attractive nuisances” 
when the law fails to recognize chain 
and cable gates as dangerous. 

Both of the deaths we reported oc- 
curred in late afternoon’when shade ob- 
scured the barrier. THESE THINGS 
SHOULD BE CLEARLY MARKED. They 
should carry a brightly painted sign that 
it is visible day or night. A large warn- 
ing sign should be placed at least 100 
ft. from the barrier on the approach from 
either direction. Let’s see one of those 
legislators who professes concern about 
motorcycle fatalities get off the helmet- 
and-crashbar kick for a moment and throw 
his influence where it can do some good. 


TT At San Gabriel Valley 


Eddie Mulder of Burbank, 1966 Amer 
ican Motorcycle Assoc. national cham- 
pion, will lead a field of nearly 200 
riders in the year’s first AMA steeple- 
chase TT races at San Gabriel Valley 
Speedway in Irwindale Saturday night. 

Mulder will be hard pressed to beat 
several of the nation’s top riders, in- 
cluding Skip Van Leeuwen of Hollywood, 
Dan Haaby of Gardena, Dick Dorresteyn 
of San Pablo and Dick Hammer of Lake- 
wood. 

Other top contenders include Eddie 
Hammond of Lynwood, Rich Thorwald- 
son of West Los Angeles and Swede 
Savage of San Bernardino. 

The motorcycles race inside the 
paved track, on a specially engineered 
steeplechase course which has both 
right and left turns and features two 
jumps on which riders become airborne 
for 20 to 30 feet. 


San Gabriel Valley Speedway is lo- 
cated on Rivergrade Road, three miles 
north of the San Bernardino Freeway and 
just east of El Monte. 


TV Coverage Of H& H 


Television viewers will have an op- 
portunity to watch desert motorcycle 
racers bounding over rocks and sage- 
brush in a championship hare and hound 
soon to be produced by the ABC-TV 
network, 

The race to be filmed is the Pacific 
Southwest Championship Hare and Hound, 
sponsored by the Victors M.C., and 
scheduled for April9 at Lucerene Valley. 
Billed as the biggest hare and hound 
since Big Bear, the event will be run 
off in two 45-mile loops. 

Some twenty cameras will be stationed 
at critical points throughout the course 
and overhead coverage of the progress 
of the race will be recorded by a camera- 
man located in a helicopter. 

The action will be filmed by famed 
surfing movie producer Bruce Brown and 
later condensed into a half hour movie 
for the District 37 film library. 


Daytona Dollars 


Gary Nixon netted $4,975 for his 
record breaking win on a factory prepared 
Triumph at the famous Florida road 
course. Buddy Elmore, who finished 12 
seconds behind Nixon on another factory 
Triumph picked up $2,200.

QUESTION: What changesif any, can 

I make in my engine to 
run at Bonneville and maintain a 
stock classification? J.P.—Altadena. 


ANSWER: Any change such as com- 

pression, cams, porting 
and etc., is quite legal as long as 
there are no alterations to the en- 
gine’s original design, such as 
changing from push rod to overhead 
cam system. You must also maintain 
original displacement with no more 
than .040 overbore, 


QUESTION: | have been running 

NGK plugs but wish to 
change to another type. What is the 
equivalent to B9E in other brands? 
W.W. — Pomona. 


ANSWER: Autolite-A6603, Champion- 
N-57R, Lodge-RL49, KLG- 
FE280, and Bosch-W310T 17. 


QUESTION: J am 15 years old and 
own a Hodaka. I am in- 
terested in competing in Hare and 
Hound, enduros, trails and maybe 
Moto-Cross. I would like to know 
how to get a number. Do I need an 
A.M.A. or some other type of license 
to compete?

ANSWER; To obtain a number and 

compete in any event of 
the type you describe, a membership 
to the A.M.A. will be required and if 
the event has prize money awards, 
you will need an A.M.A. competition 
license. A purchase of the said li- 
cense will give you a number in the 
A.M.A. competition ranks. 

The recommendation for a castor 
oil and gas mix ratio will vary from 
20:1 to 53:1. I suggest that you run 
40:1 or greater for competition. Be 
prepared to tear down your engine’s 
upper and for carbon removal quite 
often. Some riders do this after each 
day of the engine’s running. 

The major difference between Hare 
Scrambles and Hare and Hound events 
is that scrambles are on a closed 
course of approximately five to ten 
miles, while the Hare and Hound is 
held over any course, preferably 
cross country at least 40 miles in 
ie:

The bore of an engine is the diam- 


eter ofthe cylinder hole in which the 
a piston travels. An engine’s stroke is 


‘(the distance a piston travels from 


top dead center to bottom dead center. 
} The torque of an engine is a re 
a force equal and opposite to 
the crankshaft rotation. The entire 
' engine tends to rotate around the 
crankshaft. This force is measured 
in ft. lbs. 

Oil dampened springs are ones 
enclosed within a housing that in- 
corporates oil for hydraulic dampen- 
ing. The oil may be forced through 
small holes or slots, controlled by 
valves made of balls or discs and 
closed by springs. The control of 
oilflow slows the springs’ movement 
and they are thus referred to as oil 
dampened springs. 

Husqvarna: Husk-var’-nuh. 


QUESTION: The slide in my carbu- 

retoris constantly stick- 
ing. What can be done to correct this 
and what caused it? B.D.—Canoga 
Park, L.A., Calif. 


ANSWER: The common reason for a 
sticking slide is the warp- 
ing of the carburetor. If the mounting 
studs or bolts are tightened uneven- 
ly and the engine becomes hot, the 
carb body will distortfrom its correct 
shape. Even when cooled down the 
carburetor does not return to normal. 
I believe the only correct way to 
cure this is to purchase a new slide 
or apply a thin coat of wax gilt “mfg. 
by Connoisseur Studio of Louisville, 
Ky, and obtainable in art stores,” to 
the old slide. Placing the slide in 
the carburetor and working it up and 
down will reveal the points at which 
contacts are made between the car- 
buretor and slide. With a piece of 
fine emery cloth the slide may be 
buffed down to a working tolerance 
that will prevent future sticking. Do 
not rely upon the signs of contact on 
the old slide before applying gilt, 
because many of the marks may have 
been caused by small pieces of grit. 
or dirt that became wedged in the 
carb’s barrel and caused the scoring 
marks, 

If the carburetor is warped se- 
verely enough to cause contacts at 
more than half the “barrel’s” diam- 
eter, then purchase a new carb or 
replacement part. 


QUESTION: / have read many books 

on motorcycle mainten- 
ance and most of them were written 
and printed in England. In these 
books they recommend paraffin as 
ideal for cleaning engine parts. Par- 
affin is a wax, how do they use it? 


ANSWER: Our definitions of the word 

Paraffin are different. In 
England kerosene is called paraffin, 
here it is a wax as you mentioned. 
So, of course use the kerosene for 
that is what they mean.

These three attributes are the es- 
sence of a motorcycle enduro. When you 
sign up forthis type of motorcycle sport, 
you and your machine must last for quite 
a few hours over many miles of very 
difficult terrain. No matter what you 
encounter, you must continue on and do 
your best to see that you and your ma- 
chine remain in one piece. 

The seventh annual Shamrocks enduro 
produced more than 104 teams; made up 
of some 400 riders who felt they could 
endure all that the Shamrocks, the des- 
ert and the mountains had to dish out. 
In 1966, there were less than 200 entries 
for this run and only eight of these were 
trail bikes. This year, the number of 
trail bikes took a big jump. There were 
more than 100 entries in this class. The 
Shamrocks said that a large number of 
these small bike riders were making 
their first enduro attempt. 


Slush & Snow 


The course was laid out quite well 
and included many varied and difficult 
riding conditions. The marking of the 
course was excellent and gave the new 
riders a good break for their first run. 
The Shamrocks were out at dawn laying 
out and marking the run. The rain, which 
didn’t stop until late Saturday night, 
prevented any of this from being done 
the day before. The rain was an advan- 
tage to the riders, because there was 
absolutely no dust. Not only was the 
absence of dust a bit unusual, but even 
more unexpected was the presence of 
snow. When the Shamrocks marked the 
second loop in the early morning hours, 
they found themselves knee-deep in 
snow as they topped the mountains. By 
midday most of the snow had melted, 
but the riders found a bit of slush to 
muddy things up for them. 


First Loop 


Since the Shamrocks had a much 
better turnout than they expected, they 
formed several teams with as many as 
six riders. Three riders is usually the 
norm for One number, but the Shamrocks 
managed six quite smoothly. Shortly 
before 9:00 a.m., machines and riders 
began to form a line in a drainage ditch 
which paralleled Highway #14, fifteen 
miles north of Mojave at Cinco’s Res- 
taurant.

This.loop was considered by some the 
easiest of the three loops that the big 
bikes would run. It led the riders in an 
easterly direction across the flat desert 
and south along the ridges of Castle 
Butte.

Curious Motorists 


The returning riders again crossed 
the highway and then started on the 
second loop.

The end of the second loop meant 
chew time and a little rest before the 
final run. There was the usual rider chit 
chat over lunch, and the steep sandy 
downgrade was a favorite topic. There 
was much joking about it, and one rider 
even swore that it was so steep that it 
turned back under. 


Last Loop 

On the final loop the riders headed 
straight for the mountains in a north- 
westerly direction. After hopping across 
a few ridges, they found another steep 
downgrade as they entered Jawbone 
Canyon. After crossing the canyon, the 
tiders again climbed the mountains and 
followed them to Bedrock Canyon. Here 
was the third and perhaps the longest 
and most difficult downhill grade. The 
sand was soft and deep and the grade 
was long and steep. At the bottom of the 
sand hill was an enormous drainage 
culvert which the riders used to pass 
underneath the highway. At this point, 
the run doubled back south for the fine 
ish at Cinco’s Restaurant, 

As each rider checked in at the fin- 
ish, there was a smile of satisfaction on 
his face. Even an old pros feel a sense 
of accomplishment after 125 miles of 
rugged country, because sometimes even 
they cannot endure. And endure they 
must, because that’s the name of the 
game.

Watching the greatest road race in the Nation is an unparalleled thrill to 
the spectator but to the entrant who is forbidden to race, the whole spectacle 


can almost make one’s eyes moist. 





Biggest disappointment among a great number of competition riders in the 250 and 350 
category at Daytona this year was the AMA’s refusal to pass these beautifully pre- 
pared Ducati road racers.

chanic Carlo Borletti, and John Dopp. 


Mike Berliner, vice-president of Ber- 
liner Motor Corp. (U.S. Distributors for 
Ducati) and his group of riders, which 
includes Italian champion Franco Farne, 
knows that better than anyone. 

His racing team had to watch the 1967 
Daytona running from the grandstands. 

The machines entered by the Berliner 
group were disapproved by the AMA com- 
petition committee because “changes 
made in the valve operating mechanism 
have changed the basic design of the 
Ducati engine previously approved for 
AMA Formula C racing.” The AMA said 
that the basic change was the elimination 
of valve springs which, in effect, makes 
the Ducati a desmodromic valve engine. 

Berliner, who had brought five Ducatis 
to Daytona for the 250cc 100 mile race 
and three for the 200, branded the AMA 
ruling “unjustified and unfair.” 


Committee Split 


It was reported that the AMA commit- 
tee vote on the legality of the valve- 
actuating mechanism was split. Earlier 
the AMA had faulted the forks in the 
Berliner entered motorcycles as not 
being production,

cycle competition,” said Berliner. “How- 
ever, the committee has been against us 
for years. The fork in the Ducatis is 
interchangeable with any machine since 
1958. We have spent thousands of dollars 
to fly these eight machines from Italy 
ind we had been told we could compete 
it Daytona. 

Jim Tagaris of Denver, Colorado, 
member of the AMA competition commit- 
tee, said he had certification from the 
Ducati factory in Bologna, Italy, that 
the Berliner entries were “standard pro- 
duction.” “These Ducatis are legal as 
some of the other machines running on 
the track,” said Tagaris, “Personalities 
entered into the competition committee 
ruling against the Berliner Group.” 

Unofficially, the reason given for dis- 
allowing the Ducatis was that they had 
not submitted proof in time that the ma- 
chines were production models available 
in quantities of at least 100 in the U,s, 

Riders for the Berliner team which 
was ruled out are Jim Hayes, Bob 
Aldous, Franco Farne, Buster McCreary, 
and Ken Hayes. They were all entered 
in the 250cc race. The two Hayes and 
McCreary were also entered in the Day- 
tona 200

A Friday night fixture in South- 
em California, the professional 
AMA flattrack campaign begins 
its tenth exciting season at As- 
cot Park on April 7. Fresh from 
the most successful year of two- 
wheeled racing in Southland speed 
annals, over 100 Novice, Amateur 
and Expert class riders are ex- 
pected to turn out for the initial 
half-mile go of 1967. 


The 18-event inaugural, promoted by 
JC. Agajanian, starts at 8:15 p.m. Prac- 
tice — at 7:00 — will find riders touching 
wheel to clay for the first time in six 
months. 

Favored over the field is perennial 
Ascot high-point champion Sammy Tan- 
ner, the famed “Flying Flea.” Tanner, 
who piloted the C.R. Axtell BSA to his 
fourth season title last year, is aiming 
for the all-time dirt track win record in 
1967. 

Tanner’s strongest challenge could 
come from young Triumph rider Gene 
Romero, one of the brightest all-around 
prospects in years. He shines in TTs 
and road racing as well as flattrack. 

Other strong threats include Ralph 
White, Dan Haaby, Elliott Schultz, Chris 
Draayer and Mert Lawwill. Big purses 
lure Draayer to Ascot from Salt Lake 
City each week; Lawwill commutes from 
San Francisco. 

Brands of big bikes involved in the 
brake-less weekly action include BSA, 
Triumph, Harley-Davidson, Royal Enfield, 
Matchless, Honda and Velocette, while 
even more makes are represented in the 
250cc Novice division. Shiny-new paint 
jobs and brightly-hued leathers will add 
additional lustre to the opening night 
spectacle. 


Something For Everyone 

Ten years have brought a remarkable 
change in the Ascot Park racing facility. 
Originally built as a half-mile in 1957, 
the track now features five separate 
courses, making it the most versatile 
operation ofits kindin the United States. 

The 5/8-mile TT Steeplechase course 
and jump were added in 1958, followed 
in 1961 by a regulation quarter-mile 
utilizing a portion of the front straight- 
away. New banks of lights were also 
installed — one sẹt for the half-mile, an- 
other for the quarter-mile, Then came the 
Figure 8 course in 1963, and finally the 
third-mile Novice TT track in ‘65. 

Color TV coverage of various Ascot 
events brought even more changes. The 
entire plant has received a fresh coat of 
paint for the new season, including 
bright yellow and black for the half-mile 
crashwall, and red, white and blue for 
the quarter-mile fence, Each section of 
the 10,000 capacity grandstand is painted 
a different pastel shade, and multi- 
colored flags fly in abundance. 

Palm trees and lakes (complete with 
ducks) add to the busy infield picture, 
one that is viewed by a quarter of a 
million TV sports fans every Sunday 
night. Shown on KTLA Channel 5 from 
8:00 to 10:00 p.m., the program is luring 
many new spectators to see the races 
in person. 


More To Come 


Ascot Park’s owner, Harry Schooler, 
has even more improvements planned. A 
new entrance is slated for the conven- 
ience of fans who prefer sitting in the 
south turn, and the entire parking lot will 
soon be paved.

FRESNO SCRAMBLES

Leading all the way, Clinton Howe 
sewed up the 650cc Novice Main on his 
Triumph. And only the week before, it 
was Clinton who was sewed up. He fell 
and cut his hand at Bakersfield, requir- 
ing stitches, Triumph riders Richard 
Brown and Ron Clawson rode hard fot 
second and third. 

Eager Jerry Landry jumped the flag- 
man and led for two laps of the 650cc 
Amateur Main, then fell. Although he re- 
mounted and finished seventh, cooler 
heads took the front-running positions, 
Keith Thomas, smooth and steady, did a 
beautiful job of winning, and Richard 
Brown held off Ron Clawson for second.

IN MALLORY TRAGEDY 
Scheidegger Killed

Wortd sidecar champion Fritz Schei- 
degger was killed in a racing accident 
at Mallory Park, England, Easter Sunday. 
The accident happened on the tenth lap 
of the sidecar “Race of the Year” when 
Scheidegger’s BMW outfit crashed into 
the barrier at the hairpin. Passenger 
John Robinson is in the hospital with a 
broken leg. 

Marshals who saw the accident said 
it appeared that the braking system on 
the outfit had failed. A piece of brake 
linkage was later found farther down 
the track. 

Colin Seeley, who was lying third at 
the time, said: “I was braking hard for 
the hairpin and Fritz rocketed past me. 
He appeared to be out of control.” 

The outfit smashed into the bank and 
Scheidegger and Robinson were thrown 
into the air. Scheidegger was immediate- 
ly rushed to Leicester Royal Infirmary, 
but died. Robinson’s condition was 
stated to be“fair” the following evening.

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BULTACO 
METRALLA 
MK. Il 


. By George Martin 


Most Bultacos one sees are bounding 
along on scrambles tracks or zipping 
around tight turns on road race courses 
at faster than the average speed. 

The Spanish two-stroke builders’ 
latest creation is billed as a street ma- 
chine, but only slightly beneathits sleek 
skin is the pounding pulse of a racer 
and a large dose of the competition-bred 
pizazz that will magically change the 
humdrum ride to work and back into an 
adventure of the first water for the ma- 
chine’s lucky owner. 

The Metralla Mark II looks from a 
distance like, perhaps, an overbored 
200cc Mark I, but as one gets closer a 
great many differences become apparent. 

The engine, for instance, is complete- 
ly new. Instead of the previous hard-to- 
get-at studs and nuts to hold the barrel 
on, and more nuts to hold the head on, 
the Mk II has long studs which run 
through the barrel and the head into the 
crankcase. 

The barrel spigots deeply into the 
crankcase for strength, and the whole 
thing is fed by a 27mm Spanish Amal 
carburetor. With a bore/stroke of 72x60 
mm, the engine is nicely oversquare and 
displaces 244,29cc. Claimed horsepower 
is 27.6. 

The transmission is a new five-speed 
unit, with gears selected by a drum ar 
rangement rather than the previous cam 
plate. The loud “clank” of some earlier 
Bultaco transmissions is gone with this 
unit. Getting into low gear is easy every 
time, even when the machine is standing 
still. 

When low gear is engaged, only a 
soft “snick” is heard, and this very soft 
sound is all you hear as you go up and 
down the 5 speeds. A good positive 
nudge with the toe, and you almost feel 
the gears engage through the sole of 
your shoe. 

Another area where the race track has 
spawned a new development in the Bul- 
taco street machine is the brakes. The 
front stopper in particular is worthy of 
mention. Itis a double-leading shoe unit, 
with a swept area of 11,480 square milli- 
meters. A large air scoop is cast onto 
the backing plate and protected by a 
gravel screen. 

To test the brake, I took the Metralla 
out into the country where a road has 
recently been built around a newly- 
created reservoir. Several long, hilly 
stretches of one quarter to one half a 
mile long are on that road, and I would 
reach the top of one, twist it on until I 
was doing about 90 in fifth and then 
grab the brakes. 

The result is rather like braking a 
Porsche car. Things start slowing down 
rapidly, and they work time after time. I 
tan out of hills before the Metralla ran 
out of brakes. One caution: don’t wash 
your Metralla, then run out and try and 
stop. When wet, the linings just toss in 
the sponge until they dry out, and in the 
meantime you are nearly brakeless. 

This problem was only encountered 
during a laundering, however. Hours of 
tiding in a convenient rainstorm (more 
about that later) didn’t faze the brakes 
at all, even splashing through water four 
inches deep. 

After it leaves the transmission, the 
Metralla’s power train does some inter- 
esting things. The chain is completely 
enclosed in a pair of flexible rubber 
tubes, which seal out grime and grit. 

The tubes attach to the rear of the 
engine cover on the fore end, and to a 
cast sprocket enclosure at the rear. This 
enclosure also forms part of a quick- 
detach rear hub, similar to, but simpler 
than the kind BSA uses. 

To remove the Metralla’s rear wheel, 
you just loosen the axle bolt, pull the 
axle, pop a spacer out of the right side 
of the wheel, and the wheel comes off 
four steel pins and pops right out. The 
chain stays on — still in perfect adjust- 
ment and nice and clean in its permanent 
grease bath. 

And because the chain covers are 
flexible, checking chain tension is 
simple; you just grab the rubber covers 
and tug — you can feel the chain tension 
right through the rubber. 

The Metralla’s frame is similar to the 
old Mark I, but improved, again due to 
racing experiments. The front downtube 
and the downtube from the seat (which is 
the main member taking the swinging arm 





itself, and the frame tubes near it, are 
strengthened with welded gussets. Each 
frame is hand-aligned before it leaves 
the Cemoto factory in Spain. 

Alas, my personal estimate of the 
frame’s handling prowess is rather 
sketchy, since there was little opportuni- 
ty to ride it on a dry road. Joe Quaid, 
the friendly sales manager at Bultaco 
American, released his black and silver 
new toy to me on a Friday afternoon, 
and even as I pulled onto the freeway, 
the rains began. 

It rained Friday night, Saturday, Sun- 
day, and Monday, and Quaid needed the 
machine back on Tuesday morning so he 
could deliver it to the Department of Motor 
Vehicles for a test of their own, 

Ever ready to do or die for old Cycle 
News I took to the dripping highways 
despite the fact that all I own in the way 
of rain togs is a pair of green Levis and 
a semi-waterproof nylon jacket. 

I found the machine handled brilliant- 
ly, within the limits of my own chicken- 
heartedness. Even inthe wet, fair comer 
ing could be done, and I have no doubt 
that the machine could have performed 
much better in the hands of a more high- 
ly motivated and protectively clad rider. 

The test Metralla had been provided 
with Bultaco’s optional clip-on bars, 
which I found quite comfortable. They 
are not road-racey clip-ons, but have a 
slight rise, and can easily be adjusted 
forward or back to accommodate the 
rider's preferences. One disadvantage: 
if you ever fall off, the clip-on bar will 
not carry the machine’s weight, but will 
twist around on its mounting, allowing 
more of the machine to contact the pave- 
ment. 

The “regular” bars offered are of a 
much higher rise and not nearly so well 
suited to the machine, in my opinion. 
Changing them, however, is simple, and 
the extra safety is probably worth it. 

The Metralla is lubricated by a very 
clever and simple pump, which meters 
the correct amount of oil from a tank be- 
neath the seat into the main tank when 
you buy gas. A chart in the tool kit tells 
you how many pumps of the handle to 
take, and a window in the pump and 
clear plastic tubing to the tank makes 
the system foolproof. You can see in an 
instant if the oil is feeding properly. 

Cycle magazine’s road test of the 
Metralla was very critical of this pump, 
but Quaid tells me this was because the 
test machines had not been unpacked 
properly and a protective shipping seal 
in the pump kept it from working. 

The Metralla’s footpegs seemed a 
trifle high at first, but they are there so 
they won’t ground in the corners, and 
the position became natural almost 
immediately. 

Not the least of the Metralla’s attrac- 
tive assets is its instruction book. This 
is the most complete owner’s manual I 
have ever encountered, jammed with 
Pictures and tips on every facet of the 
machine. 

If you’re the sort of enthusiast who 
likes to sit out in the garage evenings 
and mess with your “sickle,” this book 
is worth its weight in gold. 





Bored? Trot out and look on page 35 
where it explains how to lubricate the 
brake cams. Tired after a hard day at 
work? Flip to page 70 where text and 
Pictures tell about adjusting the stop- 
light switch. 

Wheel balancing, tire changing, clutch 
adjusting, de-carbonizing the head and 
barrel are all covered in simple text and 
plenty of pictures. 

The book even gives you little hints 
on dealing with dealers, to wit, on page 
35: “If at any time your dealer removes 
the magneto flywheel to adjust or remove 
the contact breaker points, ask him to 
lubricate the magneto felt wiper pad at 
the same time.” 

The Bultaco’s only weak points seem 
to be in matters of finish. Unless the 
Metralla Mk II is radically different from 
its predecessors, a can of black touch- 
up enamel for the frame is a good invest- 
ment at point of purchase, because after 
a few months the frame paint will start 
to chip. There is very little chrome on 
the machine, due to heavy use being 
made of aluminum (it’s one of the few 
machines which come stock with alloy 
tims). This is good in more ways than 
one, since past Bultaco chrome has beer 
at best uneven in its lasting power. 

The front fender stays are riveted on. 
If previous Bultacos are any guide, these 
will loosen and rattle after about eight 





Drilling and bolting is the 


answer here. 
These are minor objections; however, 
one should know about them:

LAW ENFORCEMENT GROUPS 
MOVE AGAINST MOTORCYCLE 


NOISE 


Excessive exhaust noise, the stigma 
of the motorcycle sport, has moved the 
San Mateo County Law Enforcement 
Association to support any kind of 
legislation which would “clamp down 
on noisy motorcycles,” 

The Association said it was backing 
three such bills, which are now before 
the State Assembly Committee on Trans- 
portation, headed by Assemblyman John 
Foran (D./S.F.). 

The association is composed of: 
Sheriff Earl Whitmore, District Attorney 
Keith Sorenson, Capt. John Kennedy of 
the Highway Patrol, and the county’s 
several municipal police chiefs. 

Two of the bills would limit motor- 
cycle noises to a specific decibel limit 
andthe third would prohibit the unneces- 
sary “revving” of motorcycle engines. 

“Aside from disturbing the peace of 
a community with unnecessary roaring 
of their engines, the noisy cyclists 
present a police problem,” said Sorenson. 

Current legislation pending is: 

A.B. 316 (Muffler Noise Level). While 
this bill appears directed toward auto- 
mobiles, it adds a definition of exces- 
sive noise. It defines noise as being in 
excess of 110 decibels. The bill states 
that this applies to every motor vehicle 
subject to registration. Tests are cur- 
rently underway to determine the “noise 
level” of standard muffler systems to 
see where cycles fit in relation to 110 
decibels. (See A.B. 116). 

A.B. 475. Requires noise limits set 
at 88 decibels at50 feet for all vehicles. 

A.B. 116. This bill appears to take a 
realistic view of sound. The “sound 
maximum” at a distance of 50 ft. would 
be as follows: 


Diesel trucks, buses, etc. 88 db. 
Motorcycles manufactured after 

1969 over 600cc 88 db. 
Gas trucks, buses, and motor- 

cycles 15 hp.—600cc 83 db. 
All other 78 db. 
Actual tests resulted as follows: 
H-D Electroglide 90 db, 
Norton 750 88 db. 
Triumph Bonneville 92 db. 
Honda 450 85 db, 
Suzuki X-6 81 db.

In- 
deed, Ron Grant provides the best ex- 
ample we’ve seen of the theory that “It 
takes a great rider as well as a good 
bike to win races”.

BOOK REVIEW: New BMW Hand- 
book and Shop Manual, published 
by Floyd Clymer Publications, 
222 North Virgil Ave., L.A. 


What appears to be the most detailed 
and comprehensive shop manual ever 
published on a motorcycle has just been 
released by Floyd Clymer Publications. 
The large (8%x11") 275=page book covers 
all models of BMW motorcycles currently 
available to the buyer. Profusely illus- 
trated with more than 400 photos, charts 
and drawings, the manual is actually 
two books in one, as it covers the entire 
line of twin models as well as all 
Singles, from the earliest to the latest. 

The book is unusual in that the text 
and captions for all illustrations are in 
four languages — English, German, Span- 
ish and French. Translated from the 
official factory workshop manual, the 
book contains easily understood step- 
by-step instructions on the repair of all 
major and minor components. Cautionary 
procedures to be followed are boldly 
marked. Teutonic thoroughness prevails 
throughout the entire manual; it includes 
an expansive trouble-shooting section 
and even outlines the procedure of how 
to attach a sidecar. 

The manual is not intended to make 
the BMW owner an expert mechanic, but 
to give him a better understanding of the 
fundamentals of what many experts in 
every country consider to be the finest 
motorcycles available. 

Translations of the English, German 
and French were found to be flawless 
and we can say without equivocation 
that with the addition of the BMW pic- 
torial history, the book has gained rather 
than lost in the translation. 








AHRA RECONSIDERS — DRAG 
BIKES 0.K, 


Never underestimate the power of 
the press! The American Hot Rod 
Association, in reply to a Cycle 
News editorial by Bob Ebeling, has 
decided to give drag bikes another 
chance. 

The decision to have the drag 
bike reinstated on a trial basis came 
about through an AHRA board of 
directors’ conference in which the 
organization’s president Jim Tice 
voiced the opinion that drag bikes 
should be allowed to compete in the 
Nationals, scheduled for Odessa, 
Texas, April 14, 15 and 16, 

Further competition of motorcycles 
under the AHRA banner will depend 
on the outcome of the Odessa event, 
executive director Bruce Young said. 
Young indicated that the Odessa 
event would be a test to see if there 
is enough interest prevalent and if 
the two-wheeled quarter-milers can 
behave themselves. 

As to the earlier AHRA decision 
to ban the drag bikes, Young added, 
“Maybe we were a little hasty in our 
decision and we would like to re- 
consider.” 

Racing categories for motorcycles 
will be broken down into three class- 
es at the Odessa National with 
money paid as follows: 

Top Bike: $100 and $50 from STP 

Middle Bike: $50 and $25 from 
STP 
Small Bike: $25 and $25 from STP

After a frightening brush with the 
California Highway Patrol last year, 
Cemoto has purchased lighting equip- 
ment from Lucas of England for its ex- 
port models. These are guaranteed to 
pass the CHP’s torture test, 

The machine’s suspension is firm, in 
line with the company’s goal of provide 
ing “the utmost in high speed cornering 
on Pavement.” The machine feels tight 
and the rear suspension is five-way ad- 
justable for any preference. The front 
Suspension can be adjusted by filling 
the forks with different weights of oil. 

On the road, the machine was great 
fun. First year is sort of medium tall, 
and there is a large jump between first 
and second. From then on, however, the 
gears are quite close, and the engine 
can be kept buzzing very nicely in al- 
most any situation. 


Even soaked to the bone, one of my 
wife’s dishtowels wrapped around my. 
face to keep out the stinging raindrops, 
it was a gas.
